the moſt polite Wit ought to havea great preſence of mind, th:r ſpeaks before 
Him , theretore one ſo unworthy of this Honour as my ſelf, humbly imp'ores 

Your Majefties patience, and pardon for his failings, 

Great Sir, No looner Your Majelty aſcended the Throne of Your Royal Anceſtors, 
but You were proclaimed a Favouriteof Heaven, the Wicked were taken in their own 
Nets, mighty Rebels fell before You, and Your Loyal Subjects rejoiced in Peace: 
Anſwetable to theſe glurious beginnings hath been. Your Majeſties CharaQter to this 
moment.

W har are not our very Wiſhes indulged in, under Your 
moſt auſpicious Reign ? All Fears, but ſuch as attend Women and Children, are 
removed; Property and Liberty, thoſe darling Concerns, are fo far from being in- 
vaded by You, thit common Aids and Supplies ro the King are almoſt forgot by us, 
Have not we of the Chu-ch of England Your Sacred Woid ( which never failed any yer 
that relyed on it) to Piotect her in her Rites and Priviledges ? As for thoſe of Your 
Majeſties Communion, Truth will detend me, If I ſay, their Sufferings and Loyal- 
ties have been great and eminent, and of late, the firſt highly Injur'd by the Oaths of, 
perjured Villains ( roo much inconraged) z They have Your Favour, and deſerve 2 
publick Reparation. As Your Majeity is, ſo is Your Mercy, tor arenot other Diſ- 
ſenterstoo as well as them ( contrary to the meaſures of another Prince ) by Your un-

ty's Province only). Then will eyery Subject according to Nature's Laws, which 
no human act can reſtrain, by the moſt ignorant be allowed capable to ſerve Your Ma- 
jeſty according to his mer.t, Then all hands will beat work like Bees carrying to the 
common Hive; Trade, the life of every Iſland, flouriſh, your Majcſties Treaſure 
and Your Subjeds Talents increaſe, whilſt You, Great $3r, the common Parent of your 
Country, watchesfor nsall, Weſhallchen contra the ſullen Brows of other Nati- 
- ons, who will hatethe Lands of their Nativities, Your Majeſty, the Great Mono- 

poliſt of Wiſdom and Experience knows what meaſures beſt ro take to attain theſe 
mighty Ends : Your Power 1s like Your Courage, both invincible ; A Princes beſt 
Secu:ity, For Sir, as Loveand Fear ſends Souls ro Heaven, ſo both together make 
Monarchs Safe, and Subjets Loyal, Now all Welcome 10 Ceſar to his ever 
Loyal City 5 and all Joy to us, who moſt humbly and cheartully offer up our 
Hearts and Acclamations tov Your Majelty, tor this undeſcrved Honour, in elicermmng 
us worthy of Your Royal Preſence. Our Addrefles too for Your Gracious Promiſes 
and Favours lately made, and ſhewed to all Your Subjetts; would nodoubt have ren- 
dred us more grateful : But Your Majeſty, that is not to learn the Conſtitution of the 
meaneſt Borough within Your Empire, underſtands what influences this Place. k or- 
give, Dread Sir, this Stop and loſs of timeto Your Sacred Majeſty. I am filentwhen 
I have ſaid, All Greatneſs attend the KING, and long live 7AMES the Second. '
